the identity of the robbers, 

“By ‘inside job’ we do not mean 
that we believe persons employed 
in the bank actually looted the 
safe deposit vault," Chief Kaiser 
said. “We call it an ‘inside job’ 
because we cannot see how the 
robbers could have looted the de- 
posit vault as easily and efficiently 
as they did without the assistance 
of someone employed in the bank 
and because of the apparent effort 
which was made to make it appear 
that the robbers had = entered

ment wall. 
Hole in Wall Arouses Suspicion. 
“This hole’ was made two or 
three years ago in running steam

Enforcement of Dry [aw ans 


On Public Opinion, , Doran Says 


With State and Federal Officers Cooperating 
More Sincerely, He Thinks Liquor Traffic 


Can £ Be 


Curbed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. | 

WASHINGTON, May $1.—Com- 
missioner James M. Doran of the 
Bureau of Prohibition today made 
public a monograph on the subject 
of “State Co-Operation in the En- 
forcement of National Prohibition 
Laws.” It is a factual outline on 
Federal and State responsibility. 
Facts are set forth relating to co- 
operation of prohibition enforce- 
ment agencies. 

An analysis of State enforcement 
laws is made and a comparison of 
the State laws with national prohi- 
bition laws is outlined. Conditions 
in prohibition enforcement areas 
are descrbed showing what can be 
accomplished when close co-opéra- 
tion exists, and the results when 
this co-operation is lacking. 

Conditions considered typical in 
certain sections, notably Pennsyl- 
vania, New York, Massachusetts 


and othe? states, are discuBsed. 

The mohograph says: ' 

“In the 10 years that have fol- 
lowed the adoption , of the 
eighteenth amendment and the pro- 
hibition enforcement act, many citi- 
gens of the United States have over- 
looked or forgotten the fact that 
before the Volstead .law was 
passed, 32 states, the District of 
Columbia, Porto Rico afd Alaska 
were under bone-dry prohibition 
laws. 

Comprises Three-fourths of U. §. 

“They comprised three-quarters 
of the-territory of thé United States 
afid a population of about 61,000.- 
000. In the other 16 states there 
were counties and sections compris- 
ing over 14,000,000 inhabitants that 
had prohibition undet local apn 
laws. 

“This fact must be borné in mind 
constantly in any discussion of 
state co-operation with Federal au- 
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thorities. Many ‘states have liquor 


laws more strict than the national 
prohibition act. 


“tr the enforcement of these laws 


is not what it should be, the blame 
cannot be attached to the enforce- 
ment authorities, nor can it consis- 
tently be laid at the doors of thé 
Federal authorities, 


“Federal laws were passed be- 


fore 1920 regulating interstate ship- 


ment of liquor, making it illegal 
to transport liquor from a _ wet 


state into a dry state. All states 


having prohibition laws fad ade- 
quate enforcement acts. They had 
and have today, with five excep- 
tions, complete machinery for han- 
diing liquor law vfolations. 

“What are the respective duties 
of the two. powers, state and*Fed- 
eral, under the eighteehth amend- 
ment and the national prohibition 


act? When a power of government, 


is conferred, the duty is incumbent 
oh those to whom it is entrusted 
to exercise it according to public 
needs. ’ 
Clearér Conception Needed. 

“It is becoming increasingly ap- 
parent that‘a clearer conception 
must be had of tne respective func- 
tions of the Fedéral and state gov- 
ernments under the concurrent 
clause of: the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

“Tn those states where state of- 
ficlals generally put into action} 
what they tacitly agree is their 
duty under the concurrent clause,

“What the states do the Fedetal 
Government is discharged from do- 
ing. State obligation comes undera 
double powet—-the inherent police 
power of the state to regulate 
liquor traffic and the power con- 
ferred on the State by the United 
‘States in the eighteenth amend- 
ment. ! 

‘Laws provide plenty of author- 
ity for any state official to proceed 
against any violator of the nation<- 
al prohibition act. The fact that 
in those states that have no eén- 
forcement act and in some states

“With no exception these 3:2 
states, in a short time after the

“The states that did not have 
prohibiti6n in 1920 had laws con- 
trolling the liquor traffice. All but 
two, New York and Pennsylvania, 
had local option laws, 

“It may be pointed out in study- 
ing the state laws that as industri- 
al conditions throughout the coun- 
try changed and the speed of pro- 
duction increased; as the lives of 
the ‘citizens of each state expanded 
under the ‘increased benefits of in- 
dustrial prosperity, the laws con- 
trolling liquor becaine more strin- 
gent. } 


“It seems certain that, had not 
national prohibition come, more 
states would have voted statewide 
prohibition as necessary to their 
industrial and social progress. 

“It may be said as & general 
statement, that enforcement varices 
in direct proportion to: 

“1. The sentiment regarding the 
law in any community. 


“2. The cleat tinderstanding by 
the Federal and state officials of 
their respective duties and obliga- 
tions. 

“3. The close co-operation be- 
tween state and Federal enforcé- 
ment agencies. 


“In general the states have more 

liberal provisions in their search 
and seizure laws than the United 
States. This is due to the histori- 
cal development of the writ, which 
puts many restraints on Federal 
officers that do not apply to state 
officers. 
“Amendment IV is jealotisly 
guarded by both Federal and state 
courts. State officers may exercise 
a much wider latitude in search 
and seizure proceedings than Fed- 
eral officers. 


“With state and Federal! officers 
co-operating sincerely, more bene- 
ficial results will be obtained by 
reason of the wider latitude of au- 
thority given to state officers. 
When these officers work together, 
transportation, for example, can be 
wholly .stopped, as the state offi- 
cers have the widest authority in 
searching vehicles without war- 
rants, 

“The same applies to speakeasies 
and illicit stills even in dwellings, 
for while Federal officers must 
have evidence of sale QRefore get- 
ting a’ warrant, State officials can 
enter with a warrant based on in- 
formation and belief. 

“In general there 1s a similarity 
between national and state nui- 
sance laws. They are all liberal. In 
all states they existed before pro- 
hibition. Not only could the nui- 
sance be abated, but an injunction 
could apply to the person who 
might commit a nuisance at a fu- 
ture date, 

“In states without a prohibition 
enforcement law the nuisance law is 
broad enough to cover all cases of 
sale, manufacture, or possession, 
and we see that in New York it is 
the sole law on which State offi- 
cials can rely to take any steps in 
the State courts to prosecute liquor 
law violations. 

“There are now on the statute 
books of 48 states adequate laws, 
which, taken in conjunction with 
the national prohibition act, and 
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that do have enforcement acts the!

DR. J. WALTER FEWKES, 
INDIAN LORE EXPERT, DIES

FOREST GLENN, Md., May 31. 


—Dr. J. Walter Fewkes, 79 years 
old, who delved deep into the folk- 
lore of Western Indians, died today 
at his home. Prominent in biolory 
and ethnology, classical descrip- 
tions of snake dances, customs and 
religions among the Walpi and 
Hopi Indians, he did much to 
arouse public interest in their 
ancient civilizations. 

He was the first man to make 
use of the phonograph in recording 
Indian music. He was Initiated into 
the secret rites.,of the Hopi Indians, 
who called him “Medicine Bowl" 
because they said he was always 
pouring information. into them, 

His work made the Mesa Verde 
National Park a pilgrimage center. 
He was field director of the Hom- 
enwaySouthwestern Archaeological 
Expedition tm Arizona in 1891 and 
1894 and was said to have the most 
extensive collection of Indian pot- 
tery ever brought from the South- 
west. 

Dr. Fewkes was chief of the Bu- 
reau of American Ethnology of the 
Smithsonian Institution from 1895 
to 1918 and was a member of num- 
erous scientific societies. He was 
born in Newton, Mass., and was

The house {ts in Aurora, near 
Cleveland. From the time it was 
bulit more than 100 years ago, the 
house has always been occupied. 
Its exterior is modeled after a true 
New England cottage type. The 


exceptionally well-preserved tim- 
bers, as seen from the basement, 
indicate that the house is as sound 
structurally as when first built. 
The original plank floor and the 
original four-paneled doors, after 
all the years of usage, are in good 
condition. 

Another successful moderniza- 
tion job, according to Behan, was 
accomplished with an old frame 
dwelling where extensive changes 
were made in the interior as wel! 
as the exterior of the house. 

In this case, the entire front 
room was removed, Ceilings of the 
lower rooms were dropped to pro- 
vide sufficient space for arrange- 
ment of two spacious bédrooms and 
bath in what formerly was the at. 
tic. An entire partition was re- 
moved and one built in. A bed- 
room that formerly was dark was 
converted into a large well-lighted 
living room. A new hallway was 
built from the kitchen to a rear 
| bedroom and a wash and dressing 
room and the basement. An artis- 
tic stairway now leads to the up- 
stairs rooms, and the 6ld floors are 
covered with shining new  hard- 
wood floors. New woodwork, new 
walls and paneléd ceilings add to 
the charm of the interior. The old 
kitchen, dark and drab, and with- 
out conveniences now considered 
essential, was converted into an at- 
tractive workshop for a housewife. 

Although the exterior and the 
interior both look like new econ- 
struction, no changes were made 
in the foundation, floor or sidewall 
and roof con ction. Shingles 
were laid overjthe old shingles, 
thereby giving’ an additional layer 
of insulation.

The Warners are entrenching 
themselves independently, not only 
in the talking picture field, but 
also in the radio and phonograph 
industries, in television and in the 
production of recorded programs. 
officially known as “electrical 
transcriptions,” for home and for 
Moreover.

For the latter, they 
propose to rent feature film to the 
public on a “circulating library” 
basis. In other words, they propose 
to add still picture television and 
homre/talkies to the radio-phono- 
grap combinations now common— 
and at a price within range of the 
average buyer. 

The Warners already have the 
units to accomplish it. The task 
they face is to design the set, in- 
tegrating their production and cre- 
ating a market. It is a tremendous 
problem, but certainly not bigger 
than the one they made for them- 
selves—and the rest of the mov- 
ing picture industry—when they in- 
troduced Al Jolson speaking from 
The screen and caused all movie- 
land to come around to the talkies. 

There have been many trade ru- 
mors about the next step of the 
Warner Bros., including persistent 
talk that they may combine with 
Paramount and thus not only 
widen their motion picture activi- 
ties but also acquire an interest in 
the Columbia Broadcasting System, 
which is 50 per cent owned by 
Paramount. It is doubted, how- 
ever, whether Government author- 
ities would permit such a combine. 

Strongly Entrenched in Radio. 
| It is probably merely conjecture 
at this time, but there has even 
been talk, substantiated only 
slightly by Warners’ known avidity 
for an even stronger radio foot- 
hold, that the Warner Brothers 
would ultimately seek to combine 
their Brunswick radio plants at 
Muskegon, Mich., and Dubuque, Ia., 
with the Chicago factories of 
Grigsby-Gruno Co., maker of the 
Majestic set. 

Warner Brothers acquired the 
radio and phonograph business of 
the Brunswick-Balke-Collender Co. 
only a few weeks ago for a price 
reported to be around $10,000,000. 
Immediately they began their ad- 
yvertising campaign, with an inter- 
esting motion picture star tieup, for 
the , Brunswick radio set, which 
they continue to produce and mar- 
ket under the old trade nagne. 

It is not generally known’ that 
the Warners have purchased the 
Fultograph, a new system, for 
transmitting photographs by ra.i'o 
or telephone, the invention of a 
Britisher, Capt. Otto Fulton, who 
has demonstrated hts set several 
times in New York. Its feature 
is its compactness, which makes it 
easily portable and easily to in- 
corporate in a radio-photograph 
combination. The Fultograph is 
widely used in Europe, reproducing 
photographs, or facsmile writing 
with excellent results. It is sim- 
ple and almost foolproof and can 
be produced and sold for less than 
$100. 

Will the public care for radio 
photographs or facsmiles? The 
Warners thin kit will, proposing io 
transmit to the home receivers pic- 
tures of current news events, news 
pictures of radio performers as 
they appear, facsmiles of the day's 
radio personalities, and, possibly 
even a tabloid newspaper in facsi- 
mile.

» For those who would play vaga- 
bond this summer and lose them- 
selves in the vastness of the great 
Southwest, and eventually sight the 
deep sapphire of the Pacific, the 
Santa Fe route beckons, 

Along this historic old trail the 
Indian awaits you. Today he is 
weaving his rugs, hammering his 
silver and molding his clay, much 
as he did when the Spaniards dis- 
covered him, centuries ago. Majes- 
tic, awe-inspiring, the Grand Can- 
yon of the Colorado lies close. by 
the trail: Arid, mysterious, guard- 
ing its age-old secrets, the Petrified 
Forest is there to baffie you. Daz- 
zling in its fose and purple tints, 
more vivid than any artist’s pig- 
ments, the Painted Desert, along- 
side the highway, is a veritable liv- 
ing canvas. 

Trip Can Be.Made in 10 Days. 

Traveling leisurely, exploring 
here and there, taking side trips 
to points of ‘interest and stopping 
to chat with people, the trail may 
be followed from St. Louis to the 
coast in 10 days. It traverses five 
states, Missouri, Kansas, Colorado, 
New Mexico, Arizon:. and Califor- 
nia, and threads its way through 
Kansas City, Mo.; Trinidad, Colo.; 
Santa Fe and Albuquerque, N. M.; 
Flagstaff, Ariz., and Needles and 
Pasadena, Cal. 

People have been known to 
make the trip in five days, but to 
convert sucha fascinating highway 
into a race track is to ignore its 
charms and to be blind to the mir- 
acles of nature which it so gener- 
ously offers. 

In this day and age any man or 
woman with four good tires on 
his or her automobile can have all 
the thrills of conquest that the 
first Spaniards had, without near 
the inconveniences. For in those 
dear old days the hotels were so 
few and far between that none at 
all are recorded in history, and the 
desert at that time was not piped 
for cross-country jaunts. Also, an: 
other advantage teday is that one 
may follow the old trail and still 
keep one’s scalp quite securely 
fastened to the skull, for the only 
scalping of modern times affects 
not the head but the purse. 


Cross Stretches of Desert. 

Generally, the first thing any 
novice attempting the Southwest 
asks is, “How did you get over the 
desert?”” Then, much to his cha- 
grin, the traveler replies, ‘““‘What 
desert?” for considerable of the 
country traversed by the trip is 
barren of any sign of vegetation. 
When you forget what green grass 
looks like, and are about out of 
water, you are in the desert. From 
Colorado west, it is mostly desert, 
some small bits of which are re- 
Claimed. But how it grows on one! 

As one follows the pavement 
from St. Louis to Kansas City, 
speeding past green fields and 
flowering orchards, crossing 
streams and rivers, it is well to 
look long and lovingly for in a 
flash this is behind one. Leaving 
Kansas City, Mo., and crossing the 
bridge into Kansas, there are three 
things to see—the Haskell Indian 
schoo] at Lawrence, as well as the 
State University, and the biggest 
salt plant in the world, at Hutch- 
inson. Despite rumors that will 
persist, Kansas roads are  well- 
graded ones. 

Kansas Prairies Traversed. 

One has to adjust ones self to 
philosophically as possible to the 
Kansas prairies. Flat land and sky. 
That is all. Outside of a sweet- 
singing meadowlark now and then, 
or an unpopular rabbit racing 
across the road, there is nothing 
much on which to rest the eye. 
Novels have been written about the 
prairie winds. Hot, fierce, unre- 
lentless, With no break to stop 
them, they blow on and on. They 
caught our car at such an angle 
that the air would net circulate 
through the engine, and it boiled 
so protestingly that we had to turn 
on the windshield wiper in order 
to see the road. At night the wind’s

In Colorado one first giimpses 
mountains, the gorgeous, snoew- 
capped Sangre de Cristos, so named 
by early Spanish explorers. They 
are covered with snow the whole 
year around and form a glistening 
white line along. the horizon, 

It was in this. district that our 
car had a series of flats within 
three days, thanks to six nails and 
one sharp rock. Only two occurred 
out on the highway; the rest were 
near garages. Of course, in start- 
ing to fix the first flat, the jack 
would not work. In a few minutes, 
however, another car came along 
and a man helped us. Chivalry 
still exists in the West. . 

Bad Spots on the Highway. 

Western roads, sad to say, are 
noted for their tacks and . nails. 
Some drivers, of course, are lucky 
and dodge the nails, just like some 
children escape the measles. We 
also had the measles. 

While the roadway of the Santa 
Fe trail is suprisingly well graded 
and wide, in Southeastern Colora- 
do and a few other sections a sharp 
white rock that will cut the best 
tires made is encountered. 

Climbing over Raton Pass, eleva- 
tion 7800 feet, gives the traveler 
his first taste of mountain grades. 
The view from the summit is beau- 
tiful. Slip into second gear, make 
the descent and you are a moun- 
tain driver. This is one of the 
three big grades along the treil, 
none of which is anything to wor- 
ry over. From it one swings 
quickly into the heart of the In- 
dian country, in and about Santa 
Fe and Albuquerque. 

Santa Fe. itself. has managed to 
hold the chatm of the early Span- 
ish days, express the spirit of the 
Southwest and still be most up to 
date. On its streets walk the de- 
cendent daughters of those Span- 
iards of yesterday. dressed in tra- 
ditional black, wearing black 
scarfs over their heads. 

Another “Oldest House.”’ 

Brushing their shoulders go the 
Indians, their black hair braided 
with red and green strings, their 
faces bronzed from the sun, and 
the women with full skirts sweep- 
ing the sidewalks. 

Among the points of interést are 
the Museum, San Miguel Church, 
built in 1636, the oldest church in 
America, “and the oldest house in 
this country, made of adobe clay. 
St. Augustine, Fla., also has the 
oldest house in the United States. 
(Respective chambers of com- 
merce, please note.) 

While any number of interesting 
Indian detours tempt one among 
the roads leading out of Santa Fe, 
the one to the town of Espanola 
and tken across the open country 
to the Puye cliff dwellings should 
not be missed. This little side trip 
takes half a day or less, depending 
on the extent of one’s curiosity. 

Here, with the clear mountain 
air fragrant with pine trees, rises a 
sheer cliff, honeycombed with 
openings. At first glance, it looks 
as though a battery of cannons had 
been firedzat the cliff. Closer ex- 
amination, however, shows great 
scoops in the solid rock, where the 
Indians lived, and then a series of 
smaller holes, for poles leading out 
to the “front” rooms. Climbing 
up the ladders and stepping in the 
pockets made in the rock by now 
forgotten moccasined . feet, one 
reaches the very top of the cliff and 
sees the first apartment houses in 
America. Constructed way back in 
B. C., still stand the walls, now in 
ruins, of the original *‘efficiency.” 
These have only been excavated for 
five years. Nearby is a reservoir. 
From the top of the cliffs may be 
seen snow-capped mountains 
guarding the horizon, and the 
grand sweep of the valley of: the 
Rio Grande. The ancient Puyes 
could see their enemier approach- 
ing for miles. . When they neared 
the base of the cliff, all the de- 
fenders had to do was drop a boul-

Based on Absence of 
Superchargers

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 31. 
—The brilliant victory of Billy 
Arnold at the wheel of the Harry 
Hartz front-drive Miller Special in 
the 500-mile sweepstakes yester- 
day upset tradition and, gouted 
the experts. 

The knowing ones among the 
railbirds previous to the _ race, 
drawing upon their knowledge of 
machinery and driving conditions, 
were convinced that the abandon- 
ment of superchargers and the 
carrying of mechanics in this 
year’s event would slow its speed 
to a mere 93 or 94 miles an hour. 
Billy Arnold gave them something 
to think about by bringing his car, 
without artificia] stimulation, un- 
cer the checkered flag at the end 
of the long grind with an average 
cof 100,448, the nearest approach 
ever made to Pete de Paolo’s rec- 
ord of 101.13 set in 1925. 

Banning the supercharger, on 
the other hand, proved to be a 
positive aid to the fast cars. It | 
has become almost a matter of his- 
tory at the Speedway that the pace- 
makers never finish. After lead- 
ing the way for the field through 
the first 100 miles or so, they have 
usually dropped out, one by one, 
and in a* majority of cases with 
supercharger trouble. . 

There was no supercharger ‘trou- 
ble in the 1930 classic, and it is 
perhaps more than a coincidence 
that the three cars qualifying with 
the best time finished one, two and 
four. 

Mark the race, again, as a vic- 
tory for the front-drive primciple 
of automobile construction.

South Bank ; 

Of Missouri: 


Circuit of 225 miles may

PRING in all its glory along the 
Missouri River furnishes the set- 

™ ting for gn interesting one-day 

jaunt away from the beaten paths, 
for motorists possessed of the gyp- 
sy instinct. In a circuit of about 
225 miles from St. Louis and back. * 
it is possible to lose traffic for. 
nearly half the distance and to - 
traverse the hills along the Mis- - 
souri for 75 miles, with frequent . 
views of that mighty stream. ‘ 
The route follows U. 8. Highway ~ 
50 (Manchester road) out of S8t. . 
Louis and State Highway 47 into ~ 
Washington, thence to country 
roads of Franklin, Gasconade and. 
Osage Counties into Chamois, Re- 
turning, it goes south on -State 
Highway 89 to a point east of A 
Linn, and back to St. Louls on No.” 
50. It is no boulevard between 
Washington and Chamois, but a 
picturesque rural road—all-weath- 
er as far as Hermann, but with 
considerable earth beyond Hermann 
that would be troublesome soon 
after a hard rain. There is a ferry 
trip across the Gasconade River, 
but no other toll. 


While the whole journey is amid 
quiet scenes of beauty, the finest 
part is that along the Missouri 
River, beginning soon after No, 50 
crosses from St. Louis County to 
Franklin County. From high on 
the ridge east of Gray’s Summit 
the white rock bluffs of the Mis- 
sourl can be seen several miles to 
the north, across a veritable forest 
of green trees. On the other side of 
the car the woods stretch down 
into the Meramec River Valley, 

View of Bluffs at Close Range. 

A few miles farther on, after the 
car has turned onto No. 47, the 
Missouri’s bluffs can be seen at.

Noted for Black Pottery. 

Nearby the Puye ruins are the 
Santa Clara~Indians, noted for 
their black ttery. “Daylight,” 
our Indian guide, was kind enough 
to demonstrate how this black pot- 
tery is made. Rose clay from the 
valley is mixed with fine white 
sand from the cliffs and molded. 
Then it is rubbed with red clay, 
greased and polished with a 
smooth stone. After it is baked in 
manure and later cooled, it comes 
out looking like ebony bronze. 

West of Santa Fe, on the way 
to Albuquerque, is La Bajada Hill, 
which descends going west 800 feet 
in a mile and a half around a 
score of hairpin curves. This 
sounds terrible, but the turns are 
well built up, and seven of the 
deadliest have been removed. It 
is a sight to be at the foot of the 
hill and to look up at this mile 
and a half of remarkable road en- 
gineering sprawled across the side 
of the mountain. 

Throughout New Mexico and 
Arizona is a country where the 
earth is baked a ruddy tan and 
the sky by contrast looms up an 
intense blue. Threes are only in oc- 
casional patches. Houses are made 
of adobe clay, particularly in the 
Mexican settlements, and the Indi- 
ans dot the highway. Here are 
found old trading posts, some of 
which date from the time the first 
railway was put through. Some- 
times one drives for 60 or more 
miles between the most meager of 
colonies. It is still a new coun- 
try. 

At an altitude of 7265 feet, the 
Continental Divide is crossed. A 
sign marks the spot, otherwise one 
would have no way of knowing 
that this is “where East meets 
West.” 

Navajos Self-Supporting. 

While the Government helps 
many of the Indian tribes, the Nav- 
ajos are entirely self-supporting. 

While one sees along the high- 
way in New Mexico only a few 
hogans and an occasional pueblo, 
one passes Indian girls herding their 
flocks of sheep, and squaws with 
pottery for sale. Most of the In- 
dians live back off the road. 

Arizona is the state of natural 
marvels. Going west, one swings 
off the highway at Adamana and 
swings back at Holbrook, thus tak- 
ing in the Petrified Forest, a na- 
tional monument, without adding 
more than six miles to the tour. In 
order to take advantage of this 
loop, the Rio Puerco River must 
not be high. True to the form of 
most of the Southwest rivers, this 
one was dry when we crossed it. 
The road through the Petrified 
Forest is quite easily passable, but 
a bit jolty in spots, ; - 

Petrified Forest Interesting. 

While the Petrified Forest is not 
spectacular, it is quite as interest- 
ing in its modest way as though 
it were. Strewn about the ground 
are fallen monarchs of another 
age perfectly preserved by some 
miracle of nature which scientists 
have not yet to everyone's satis- 
faction solved. At times one sees 
the whole trunk of a tree with 
roots; at other times, but frag- 
ments. In this petrification, the 
bark retains its original roughness, 
while the pulp takes on vivid reds, 
yellows and purples. These trees 
look like marble, but are much 
harder, being one degree _ softer 
than a diamond. 

One theory is that the trees 
drifted into this present Rainbow 
Forest, as it is called, and were 
covered by the sea, the deposit of 
gand and shells bringing about in 
a mysterious, unknown way this 
petrification. Along the road may 
be geen rounded hills of various 
hues conspicuously striped with 
amethyst. These are a mixture of 
seashell and clay. Within the park 
is a@ museum maintained by the 
g°vernment. 

Unless one is tipped off, one is 
apt to attach no importance to a 
certain group of huge rocks with 
flat surfaces. By picking one’s 
way gingerly over the sand and 
rocks and trying not to think of 
scorpions and snakes, it is possi- 
ble to discover on these flat sur- 
faces Indian pictographs. Unfor- 
tunately, these stones are not 
marked for the tourist, because 
some of the first people shown the 
rocks, inscribed their names and 
addresses there. A series of such 
would in no time at all, completely 
deface these historic pictograph 
surfaces with their symbols ofthe 
sun, rain, warriors and so forth. 
The government agent, however, 
will guide those interested to them. 

Painted Desert to North. | 

Due north of the Petrified Forest 
and also in the neighborhood of Ad- 
amana lies the Painted Desert, fair- 
ly quivering with the brilliance of 
its reds, blues and yellows. The 
Painted Desert is a dazzling chaos 
of mounds of variegated-hued 
sands. The colors seem to breathe 
and quiver under the radiance of 
the sun. This extends to the east- 
ern end of the Grand Canyon, and 
s0 may be seen from several 
points. 

Williams, Ariz., is the key city to 
the Grand Canyon. Here, at ah ele- 
vation of 6800 feet, a road travels 
north for 60 miles to the brim of 
the canyon. This leads one through 
gently rolling country, giving no 
promise or suggestion of the great 
spectacie of nature that is its goal. 
About half of this road is newly 
made, but all is good. Gradually 
cedars and pines that gain in 
height appear until one is in a 
woods. Upon entering the Grand 
Canyon National Park,, a Govern- 
ment agent stops the car and takes 
a toll of $1 for the car, and gives 
oné a booklet about the canyon. 
All park roads are pavement. 

iin a few minutes one nears 


ness of a streak of fire, is the Grand 
Canyon. One of the most awe-in- 
spiring wonders of the world, it de- 
fies description, and leaves one 
breathless to gaze upon its beauty 
and vastness. For 217 miles it 
majestically sweeps itself across the 
land and scars the earth to.a depth 
of more than a mile. Looking 
across it from rim to rim, the eye 
travels from four to 18 miles. At 
certain points, one cannot see the 
bottom, while at others, such as 
Hermit Rim, but eight miles west 
of the hotel, far below may be dis- 
cerned a tiny thread of water, the 
Colorado River. In order to fur- 
ther feel the depth and vastness of 


the Bright Angel and other trails 
on mule back. 
Tribe of Basket Weavers. 

At the Grand Canyon are found 
the Hopi Indians. They are the 
basket weavers. 

The Oatman grade, or Old Gold 
road, the last of the three big 
grades along the trail, looms. up 
at the western border of Arizona. 


is found abandoned mining camps. 
The tin roofs of the shacks are 
corroded with rust and the walls 
are falling in. Only a very few 
inhabited places are seen, for the 
men who came in the fever of a 
former gold rush took an _ esti- 
mated $70,000,000 worth of ore 
from the hills and left. Today, but 
a small number of the gold and 
silver mines are being worked at 
this point. As one views the sullen 
walls of granite, one wonders what 
undiscovered treasures they are 
still secretly guarding within their 
depths. 

When one crosses the Colorado 

River one is in California. Needles 
is the big town at the eastern edge 
of the Mohave Desert, which ex- 
tends from the Arizona border 
westward. About 600 Mohave In- 
dians live at Needles. As in most 
cities boasting Indians, the best 
place to find them is at the railway 
station. At train time the squaws 
with their chins stained in the 
fashion of the tribe, bring beads 
and other trinkets to the station 
to sell. 
For those who lend. themselves 
to the Mohave and look for its 
charm, this desert will give its re- 
ward. In its bold, silent way, it 
is as beautiful and fierce as some 
untamed savage. 


Illusions at Sunset. 

At sunset the mountains cast 
shadows of deepest purple into the 
valleys of golden sands, until one 
feels lost in a land of illusion where 
countless seas and lakes seem to 
magically appear and ripple mad- 
deningly beyond reach, At night its 
stars are larger and brighter and 
nearer than any other stars on 
earth. Groves of grotesque Joshua 
trees twist their crippled branches 
above its sand, while the purple 
verbenia and other desert flowers 
bloom along the highways in the 
spring. Within its wastes may be 
found men and women whom it 
has won forever away from the 
bright lights of cities. 

The Santa Fe Trail through the 


-Mohave swings a good 200 miles 


south of Death Valley. Since the 
Mohave is so hot and dry in sum- 
mer, most of the tourists of that 
season cross it at night. In April, 
however, a coat may be worn with 
comfort. The roads here are good, 
graded ones, allowing a car to clip 
along at 60 miles an hour. 

When one emerges from the Mo- 
have after 250 miles through re- 
mote rock and sand, the little bor- 
der towns begin to appear and be- 
fore one knows it, the heavy per- 
fume of orange grovtes is in the air, 
roses are blooming along the streets 
and palm trees are etched against 
the sky.

Seven-Millionth 
Chevrolet Put 
‘Into Production. 


DETROIT, Mich., May 31.—The 
seven millionth car built by the 
Chevrolet Motor Co. is on its way 
to its owner somewhere in Amer- 
ica, The car, a coach, rolled off 
the assembly line Wednesday, in 
the company’s plant at Flint, Mich. 
It was the 1,845,938th six-cylinder 


car produced by Chevrolet since 
this model was brought out In Jan- 
uary, 1929. 

Chevrolet’s record maker arrived 
without benefit of ceremony except 
for the cheers of the workmen 
along the final assembly line who 
halted work long enough to give it 
welcome and ‘watch it being driven 
to the loading docks for shipment. 
Then work was resumed and not 
many seconds later car No. 7,000,- 
001 went to join its historic com- 
panion. 

Nearly 12 years elapsed after the 
company’s organization before the 
one millionth car was built, on Feb. 
27, 1923, but the two-millionth car 
rolled off the assembly line less 
than two years and five months 
later, on July 20, 1925. A year and 
six months later, on Jan. 13, 1927, 
the three-millionth car was ‘pro- 
dluced. Thereafter less than a year 


was required to reach each of the 


succeeding 1,000,000. marks, 
four-millionth was , 

Jan. 11, 1928, in 363 days; the five- 
millionth on Sept. 8, 1928, in eight 
months, three days; the sixth-mil- 
lionth on June 26, 1929, in nine 
months, 17 days. The 1,000,600 
mark, just passed, was reached in 
10 months, 25 days.

about Detroit during the last 10 
days, due to a_ spell of chilly 
weather. Dealers are confident, 
however, that the May and June 
business will be better than April. 
In the financial district the opin- 
ion also prevails that, while the 
upward trend is not as fast as de- 
sirable, there is a slow but steady 
improvement. 

The monthly business review 
prepared by the Union Guardian 
Trust Co. of Detroit, just issued, 
makes the following observations: 

Reports Some Expansion. 

“Although still far from favor- 
able, the automobile and ‘accessory 
industries located in Detroit and the 
surrounding area are currently ex- 
panding. Automobile production in 
the first three months this year 
averaged less than 2-3 of the out- 
put for the same months last year. 
It is estimated that production in 
April was about 70 per cent of that 
of April, 1929, when nearly 664,- 
000 cars, the highest monthly total 
ever recorded, were manufactured 
in the United States and Canada. 
It appears, therefore, that automo- 
bile manufacturing has turned the 
corner and that business in such 
cities as Detroit, Flint, Pontiac, 
Lansing and Saginaw may show 
some improvement in the near fu- 
ture.’’

Concerned Over Tariff Bill. 

The future of the American au- 
tomobile export business, particu- 
larly to Europe, is worrying the 
motor car makers, more than is 
known. The recent statements of 
Henry Ford, of President Mooney 
of the General Motors Export Cor- 
poration, and of Alvan Macauley, 
president of the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce, against 
the pending tariff bill, are indica- 
tive of how the industry feels on 
the tariff question. Retaliation by 
foreign countries will be the an- 
swer if the present tariff schedule 
is finally approved by President 
Hoover. It is pointed out by men 
connected with export departments 
that the automotive industry -.will 
not be the only one to feel the 
effects, but the American export 
business in general. It is rumored 
that Ford will make a special call 
on President Hoover for the pur- 
= of discussing the tariff prob- 
ern. 

This week the Packard Motor 
Car €o., announces that inasmuch 
as @ new Packard standard eight 
will be brought out in the fall, the 
company has decided to reduce the 
price of the current standard eight 
$100 effecting 11 models. 

The new standard eight will not 
be radically different from the 
present model, but will embody a 
number of minor changes and im- 
provements. 

A good deal of interest was cre- 
ated by the announcement of the 
Ford Motor Co. of its new 1%-ton 
truck, which has a wheelbase of 
187 inches or 25% inches more 
than the wheelbase of the standard 
Ford truck chassis.

teresting and characteristic phase 
is found in the clouds of sand dust 
that blow over the water from the 
numerous bars. 

New Haven, snuggled in the hills, 
is seen from a distance. The road 
descends sharply to pass through 
the business section of the town, 
crossing the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
; road, which follows the river from 
| Washington to Chamois and be- 
| yond. Berger is in a similar set- 
ting. Nearing Hermann in Gas- 
conade County, the road winds 
through deep woods and drops 
down to the narrow strip of land 
between the river and a lofty bluff. 
An old excursion steamboat has 
been beached since last year in 
‘front of this bluff and offers an 
unusual spectacle. 

Hermann a Picturesque Fown. 

Hermann is still another pic- 
turesque town, the capital of the 
county. Its wine cellars, famed 
of yore, now are used in part for 
mushrooms. Its courthouse is 
mounted on a high stronghold that 
commands a view of the river for 
‘miles. A modern steel highway 
| bridge is under construction across 
the Missouri there. The piers are 
done and the metal spans are be- 
ing flung over them. In a few 
months this toll crossing will re- 
Place the old ferryboat, adding a 
needed link to State Highway No. 
19 and giving North and South Mis- 
souri their only bridge between St. 
Charles and Jefferson City. 

The tour may be cut short by 
taking No. 19 south from Hermann 
to Drake, which is on No. 50. For 
the full trip, No. 19 is followed only 
four miles south from Hermann, 
Then the turn is right on a coun- 
try road plainly marked “to 
Chamois,” which is 22 miles from 
this junction, Climbing a long and 
exceptionally steep graveled hill in 
the woods soon after turning into 
this road, the motorist is rewarded 
by a magnificent panorama from 
the summit. 

An Old-Fashioned Ferry, 

There is a fork in the road two 
miles after leaving No. 19. The 
shorter and more desirable route is 
by the right-hand turn marked “to 
Gasconade,” avoiding the one to the 
left which is marked “Morrison via 
Stolpe.” At the Gasconade River 
an old-fashioned ferry is encount- 
ered; it operates as traffic de- 
mands, at all hours, and the charge 
for most cars is 60 cents. The craft 
is a flat-bottomed one, large 
enough for several machines, and 
pushed by a motorboat along a 
course fixed by a cable.

Merits of Front-Drive Cars

With two front-drive automo-) 
biles on the market and _ several 
manufacturers experimenting with 
this type of car, differences in de- 
sign are becoming apparent, just as | 
variations have occurred in the'| 
conventional rear-drive field. An| 
interview with William J. Muller, | 
president of the Moon Motor Car| 
Co., and the engineer who designed, | 
for the most part, the Ruxton, now 
a product of the Moon, disclosed 
several interesting facts. Muller 
was questioned regarding those 
phases in which the public is most 
interested and, as a rule unin- 
formed. 


“Safety is generally conceded to 
be the greatest contribution of the 
front-drive car to the industry,” 
Muller declared. “By transmitting 
engine power to the front wheels, 
the power is always applied in the 


turned, which means that ‘the car 
will follow any change in direction 


in the rear-drive car. The front- 
drive car, as a result Is easier to 
control even under unfavorable 
conditions, such as snow, ice, sand, 
gravel or mud.” 

Discussing steering, Muller as- 


is «lways aiding the driver with its 
pull on the front wheels.” 

“With every turn of the steering 
wheel, the power adjusts itself to 
each new direction, thereby reduc- 
ing the actual physical effort in- 
volved, especially in sand, mud or 
gravel,” he continued. 


Front Brakes on Wheels. 
In designing the car, Muller went 


placed on the wheels in the usual 
manner, rather than on the trans- 
mission. Of this, he said: 

“By placing the front brakes on 
the wheels, it is possible to use the

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JACK HIGH’S RECORD MILE. 

George Widener’s 4-year-old colt, Jack High, set 
a new American record at Belmont recently, avhen 
he ran a mile in 1:35 flat, or at tne rate of 39.7 
miles per hour. Roamer’s mark of 1:34 4-5, made 
at SaratogaNin 1919, was accomplished against time, 
and is therefore not comparable with Jack High's 
performance. ‘ The competitive record for a mifle! 
had been Cherry Pie's 1:35 2-5, set seven years ago at 
Belmont. Cherry Pie, a 3-year-old at the time, car 
ried 113 pounds, as against Jack High's 110. 

Turf records ate more stable than those in other 
fields of sport. Perhaps the most common turf event 
is at six furlongs, or three-quarters of a mile, yet the 
record for the. distance, 1:09 3-5, set by Iron Mask, 
has stood since 1914. A year older is the record of 
two minutes flat for the mile and a quarter, set by 
Whisk Broom at Belmont in 1913. That was a truly 
dazeling performance because the Bonnhte Scotland 
scion carried 139 pounds, The record for a mile and 
a sixteenth is seven years old, five and a hal? fut- 
longs 16, mile and three-sixteenths 14, imile and one- 
eighth: four years old.

the mixer’s booth, and from the 
booth they send their impressiona, 
after being modulated, to the wax 
discs in a special building a few 
blocks away. As many as 12 micro. 
phones can be taken care of at the 
same time, although this is not 
customary. An example of the use 
of 12 microphones occurted in 
“When We Were Twenty-one,” 
which undertook to record, in a 
single shot, a band playing and the 
dialogue of three scattered per- 
sons. 

This may seem nothing out of the 
ordinary, but the peculiar positions 
of the players called for this unique 
arrangement of microphones. There 
are eight “pots,’”’ the name for mi- 
crophones to these strange people, 
that can really be controlled be- 
cause the fitst, fourth, fifth and 
eighth knobs of the eight that are 
before the mixer each takes care of 
two “pots.’’ From left to right the 
knobs took care of the following 
separate noises; the string instru- 
ments in an orchestra, the brass, a 
tap dancer, a singer, the dialogue of 
Loretta Young, of David Manners, 
of Myrnay Loy and the chatter of 
the night-club patrons. 

_ . . 

ELOW the eight knobs are two 
B master knobs; these control the 

volume as awhole. Between 
these two sets of dials, 19 in all, the 
mixer changes many things. He 
eliminates the noise of the camera, 
the pop of the ineandescent lights, 
unaccountable metallic clicks, floor 
vibration, street and traffic noises, 
and even the sounds that are part 
of the action and that would be 
heard in a stage play, but which, 
when a camera is focused on two 
persons speaking lines, only serve 
to distract attention. Sometimes: 
often, in fact,.an unexpected sound 
is ‘caught’ before the mixer can 
get his knob around to it, in which 
case he picks up his telephone and 
tells the assistant director to shoot 
that bit over Again. 

he things that the mixer can do 
and that are the foundation of the 
myths that Noah Beery, who prob- 
ably has the lowest-frequency voice 
in the industry, and Loretta Young, 
who has an especially clear one, 
really have the same voice and are 
“doubled”’ by Bill Seiter, the direc- 
tor, are: He can eliminate “‘barrel- 
ness,”’ the hollow sound coOmpara- 
ble to one speaking into a barrel: 
he can cure an echo, or a vYoice 
which is thick or thin. This means 
only 4 cure for voices that are too 
far from the micrephone, not an 
inherent correction in their tone 
structure. Notice always that of 
the many things the mixer cah do. 
they all go back to the primary 
trick of making things either soft- 
er or louder. 

He must control, the general 
sound of a scéne so that your sense 
of hearing is not “out of focus” 
with what you are seeing. For in- 
stance, the camera is photograph- 
ing an actor in a telephone booth. 
The glass has beénh Fremioved to take 
the glare from the player, but the 
shot demands a muffled tone. Just 
how much muffling is required 
makes for a good or bad mixer. He 
must be able to detect the reasons 
why certain shots do not reproduce 
well. Sometimes a character may 
by facing & wall that is too “hard,” 
Or @ glass-topped desk, or beams 
that split up the sound waves. 

He must afgue with the head 
cameraman over the height of the 
microphone, the latter wanting it 
high, the mixer low—a fight going 
on since sound picturés bezan—he 
must loarn to do withéut fresh alr 
for a few minutes at a time, for 
there still has been no invention 
that lets in air and keeps out sound 
waves, and hé niust be able to con. 
vince stars of the “silent” days that 
even all his and wnieters 
rannoet get an English accent out of 
the microphone where none has 
been insertéd. ‘This, like Caesar's 
wife, is the nardept trick of ali.

BSTERDAY the Poet-Diepatcra ppblished the Municipal Opera 
criticisms of writers for the New York World, New York Times 


and New York Evening Post who were present at the first per- 


formance of “Nina Roea.” 
follows: ’ 


By PERCY HAMMOND. 
HE trained nightingales of Mr. 
Sigmund Rombetg’s Wheedling 
operetta “Nina Rosa’ uplifted 
their voices in a celebration of the 
twelfth .anniversary of St. Louis 
Municipal Opera, Listened to by 
10,000 Missourians hungry for vi- 
carious romance and melody they 
sang and danced efficiently, erack- 
ing meanwhile the nutty jokes of 
Oto Harbach and Irving Caesar. 
What was mofe impottant than the 
fate of Nina, the operatic heroine, 
and her suitor, the loVely baritone, 
was the significance of the occa- 
sion. In a hippodrome remarkabic 
for its natural beauty they postufed 
‘and strutted delectably, now happy; 
then blue, as they drifted melodi- 
ously in the strange and irregular 
rhythm of musical comedy life. 
Surrounded as they wete by oaks, 
elms, sycamores and poplars, they 
managed to put over a very re- 
spectable show. I saw it from a re- 
mote seat of the free section, and 
I thought it was very good. 
Although this enterprise hag been 
in operation for eleven years, news 
of its existence has béen sparse in 
the far eastern communities. 
Vaguely Known in New York. 
It was known vaguely to a few 
playgoers in New York as ome- 
town institution, addicted t6 re- 
vivals of such senile cantata as 
“Giro fla’ Giro fla,” and the weak- 
er works of Harry B. Smith. Hest- 
tant sémi-pros from the local song 
and dance ateliers were believed 


‘to parade their tiny infirmities in 


these exhibitions, adding little to 
the sum of public ehtértainment. 
Besides it Was Officially nick. 
named “the muny opera,” a fotar- 
ian diminutive that provided fur. 
ther reasons for paying it no atten- 
tion. ; 
Chicago's outdoor Ravinia Park 
was recognized in the east as place 
where natufe undertook to give 
“some touch of her génial glow” to 
the most spurious of the arts. 
Reams were written and no doubt 
read, about the open air exercises 
in that bower of grand opera, be- 
cause it is @ summer haven for 
thrifty artists from the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House, but concerning 
the efforts of the Municipal Thea- 
ter Association of St. Louia, 
there has been an ignorant si- 
lencé. Until ordered by Mayor 
Miller of St. Louis to fre- 
port the premiere of “Nina Rosa” 
for the New York Herald Tribune. 
I had not heard of the “muny 
opera” for years, 

Let me, then, go back to 1918, 
when, aroused by war's stimulating 
drumbéats, a group of 500 solvent 
St. Louisans promoted a pageant 
of indépendence, “born of the spirit 
of independence and dedicated to 
the public good.” 

Ideal Amphitheater Found. 
Hard by the city limits they dis- 
covered what in the _ graceful 
phrases of their prospectus they 
called an “idle hillside.’ This, 
mounting from thé shores of the 
Des Peres, formed an ideal amphi- 
theater. Here, they decided, was 
the site for a movement conse- 
crated to the perpetuation of trou- 
badour comedy in its loftier as- 
pects. Ten thousand seats were 
buiit into the idle hillside, a spaci- 
ous stage erected at the lowest 
point and all was made ready for 
exhibitions of sweet love stories, 
accompanied by music. Sixteen 
hundred free chairs were reserved 
for those who did not care to pay, 
and the highest pricé in the par- 
quet was placed at $1.50. The first 
season showed a deficit, but since 
then there have been profits, all of 
which, under the conditions of the 
theater’s charter, has been rein- 
vested in the plant. 

Though noted for alacrity in 
sensing other values of the stage, 
I am dumb to 8tatistics. Yet I may 
say that in ten years the “muny 
opera” of St. Louis has played to

A few days later, the 
Prince was received as a novice in the 
Barnabite Order. His wife was one 
of the few witnesses of the simple 
function. Both betrayed emotion. 
She wept as a nun led her out of the 
monastery chapel into a closed car 
which took them all the way to Mo- 
dena. They reached the Carmelite 
sonvent late at night. The next day, 
Princess Paterno became a novice of 
this severe order. 

When society in Sicily and Rome 
heard of it there was much talk. Some 
shook their heads, recalled the Prince's 
lively disposition, and his jealousy 
where his wife was concerned, and 
foretold he would be back in his an- 
cestral home before the four-and-a- 
half-year novitiate was over. In that 
case, the Princess could not take the

final vows, for the Roman Church does 
not allow one spouse to retire from 
the world while the other is living in 
it. Gossips recalled the Princess’ de- 
vout piety, her leanings toward mys- 
ticism, her disappointment at having 
no children.

OWHERE a. web. 
or wing, or crawl- 
ing or moving 
thing. Everywhere 
an appailing si- 
lence,’ a thousand 
times more acufe 
than the desert 
void of the Sahara. 
No afterglow, no 
dawn, no dusk. Objects stand etched, 
clean-cut studies in black and white; 
shadows are sharp-edged as thunder 
clouds against a blue sky. Gravity 
pulls down a mountain, and there is 
no noise, no duet. Ashes tossed in 
the air fall back in straight lines, 
more slowly than snowflakes, undis- 
turbed by the faintest breath of 
breeze. The sky is dark without a 
wisp of cloud anywhere. And always 
in the center of the heavens glows a 
great globe, 80 times as massive as 
the moon. 

Is this a description of nightmare 
land? Not at all. Merely an account 
of how the moon would appear to a 
human standing on ite surface-—an ac- 
count compiled from facts uncovered 
recently when a group of experts in all 
the physical sciences co-operated in an 
effort to make the man in the moon 
come across with his secrets. Every 
device known to the technicians, from 
the world’s largest telescope to the 
smallest of microscopes, was brought 
to bear on moonshine. And while the 
scientists did not get all the informa- 
tion they wanted, by putting this and 
that together they learned a number 
of new and surprising facts about our 
heavenly neighbor. 


HE committee of distinguished 
men, appointed several years 
ago to make this intensive study 
of the moon, has completed its work, 
the members have compared notes 
end their papers are now in the 
hands of the father of the idea, 
President Merriam of the Carnegie 
Inatitution of Washington. Working 
both separately and jointly, these 
diversely specialized savants enfiladed 
the moon, and the concerted at- 
tack lengthened out into a siege, which 
was only recently lifted. Yet, while 
the spoils of victory consist mostly 
of involved data, one of the moat in- 
teresting revelations to the lay- 
man is that the moon has a bad case of 
chills and fever. 

To discover the symptoms of this 
lunar illness, two scientists, employing 
complicated moon thermometers per- 
fected in the Mount Wilson Observa- 
tory, took the temperature of the side

of the moon which ifs always turned to 


the earth, from moonrise to moonset; 


continuously every day and night for 
more than a year. They learned that 
as soon as sunlight streams across 
the earth-side of its face the moon's 
cold countenance is suffused with 
warmth—gets warmer and warmer un- 
til by midday it is sizzling hot. Water 
would boil in the craters, if water were 
there. Then, as the sun moves on, 
shadows colder than ice and blacker 
than night creep across the pitted sur- 
face and, by thidnight, the tempera- 
ture falls as low at 254 degrees below 
zero, Fahrenheit. 


The moon, therefore, cannot be 
thought of as the abode of life. Spores, 
or the seeds of life, may survive a 
short time in boiling water, but proto- 
plasm in any form would instantly per- 
ish in bone-dry heat of 212 degrees, or 
over. Spores have been found alive 
in the snow of Alpine peaks, but they 
are very rare, and the climate of the 
world’s highest mountains is warm in 
comparison with the midnight moon.

For all his fame as a fun-maker, 
Chaplin is essentially a tragedian. Born 
in the midst of poverty and misfor- 
tune, the noted actor grew to man- 
hood in a London atmosphere that 
reeked of tragedy. Those unhappy 
days instilled in him a feeling of sym- 
pathy for the outcast, the unfortunate, 
typified in the tragic character, who. 
beneath a guise of comical antics and 
ludicrous makeup, had become world- 
famous as a funny man. 

So the narrative of “The Little 
Mouse” is just another chapter in a 
life with plenty of tragedy. 

It begins with the marriage of 
the actor and Mildred Harris. At

the time they were married Mildred 
was only 17 years old.

He walked around Wuerpe!l and 
finally got between him and his subject. Wuerpel, quite natur- 
ally, didn’t like it, and he announced that fact indignantly in French. The intrud- 
er apologized, complimented the young man on his copy and removed himself.

Wuerpel returned to Paris and it wasn’t jong 
after that that he was delegated by the American Art Assoria- 
ton to wait upon the pungent, vitriolic Mr. Whistler at his home 
and borrow some of the great artist’s paintings.

Whistler was one of 
the judges, and each judge was al- 
lowed one request. Whistler's was that 
my painting should be hung next to 
one of his. 

“What was the chief thing I learned 
from Whistler? Tolerance for every- 
body's honest effort.’ 

Today Wuerpel looks at modernism 
in art. He does not particularly like 
it. But be ie tolerant. His whole 
background, I should think, breede 
tolerance. His early days were not se- 
questered or of plush. He did not 
even know he wanted to be an artist 
until young manhood was upon him. 

Wuerpel was born in St. Louls in 
1866. When he was five years old, 
his family moved to Mexico. going to 
a place near Monterey. His father, 
rather the dreamer, took a ranch and 


hoped to make a fortune raising 
horses. It wasn't long before his small 
son, Edmund, went to work. When 
he was eight he was timekeeper in a 
nearby silver mine. Before long he 
was helping his father on the ranch, 
his job tending horses. There were 
200 of the animals, 

But his father’s dreams were not to 
be fulfilled. Horse raising was not 
profitable. With high enthusiasm his 
father turned to hogs, and Edmund 
likewise turned to hog herder. He 
roamed about the countryside, watch- 
ing his charges, and he is convinced 
that a mule is a passive, good-tem- 
pered creature compared to a hog. 
Hogs, he thinks, are just about the 
most cantankerous beasts on the 
earth. For companionship the boy 
joined forces with a Mexican lad who 
had an equally lofty job, goat herder. 
They kept each other company, these 
two lads, as they went about their 
work. 

When Edmund Wuerpel came of 
high school age he returned to St. 
Louis, taking up his residence with an 
uncle, the late William Taussig, one of 
the men responsible for the building 
of Ea@s Bridge. Wuerpel attended the 
old Manual Training School. In his 
last year he was ill and the illness left 
him temporarily blind. He could not 
attend classes, but some of his friends 
tried to keep him familiar with his 
work. He took his examinations ver- 
bally, and was told to appear at grad- 
uation. He heard it said that two boys 
were close competitors for highest 
honors. One boy had made an average 
of 96 per cent, the other was a tenth 
per cent better. He thought he knew 
who one of the boys must be; he won- 
dered who might be the other. He 
found that he himself was the boy who 
ranked the class. 


entered the .mechanical engi- 

neering school of Washington 
University. He completed his first 
year. Summer arrived and vacation 
time. He went, one day, with his 
aunt to purchase some groceries. The 
day was a scorcher and one of the 
horses pulling the car they were on 
suffered a sunstroke. It meant that 
Wuerpel and his aunt would have to 
walk the rest of the way to their 
home. He picked up the bundles. They 
began crossing Lafayette Park. And 
young Wuerpel, too, had sunstroke. 

It was impossible for him to con- 
tinue his work in engineering. He suf- 
fered terrible headaches—they have 
never altogether left him. His uncle 
sent him off upon a sea voyage. He 
visited Australia, the South Sea Ie- 
lands, New Zealand, Hawaii. He re- 
turned to St. Louis and it was decided 
he would go to Harvard for a time and 
take a classical course. The work still 
was too much for him. He returned 
and made a journey to Mexico. Fora 
time he worked in an engineering 
camp. Then back to St. Louis again. 

He came to the conclusion he would 
give up engineering; he wanted to be 
an architect. That was al! right, his 
uncle said: architecture was akin to 
engineering. But it was suggested 
that he go to art school for a year. 
After that time his health would per- 
mit him to start his architect's work. 

He entered art school. He has never

| F YOU should spot Diogenes stroll- 


The hunt for original fourths is 
never a cinch, but the quest for sub- 
stitute fourths is the hardest and ac- 
counts for most of the bridge-player 
trade booked by the various hair-re- 
storing companies. 

Statistics furnished by the telephone 
company show that the majority of the 
calls from 8:15 to 9:30 each night are 
frenzied entreaties for substitutes to 
take the place of people who have 
backed out owing to fatigue, sudden 
headaches, visiting buyers or history 
examinations the next morning, where 
there are children in the family. The 
percentage of fourths obtained is quite 
emall, ranging from 16 per cent 
sround 8:15 to 6 per cent at 8:40 and 
2 per cent after 9 o'clock. 

A society woman, disappointed at 
the last minute, calla up a number of 
friends, but they either have prior en- 
gagements or are out of town for the 
thermal period. Since she can't get a 
first-string player, she looks outside of 
the set for a relief player who has been 
riding the davenport all season. She 
wouldn't feel more humiliated if she 
were to be discovered in a bargain 
basement buying a curling iron, but 
she must find somebody to play North.

OURTEEN years 
ago yesterday the 
greatest naval bat- 
tle in the history of 
the world was 
fought just off the 
coast of Jutland 
of Northern Den- 
mark.

published which generally credit Ad- 
Miral Scheer, then Commander in 
Chief of the German Navy, for the 
heroie stand the glatter had made in 
this battle between the two biggest 
Competitors for the naval supremacy 
of the world. 

As a participant in this event, I feel 
a sense of obligation to two modest 
and unassuming officers of the Ger- 
aan Navy who deserve to go down in 
history as the real leaders and true 
heroes on the German side of the 
Struggle. They are among the few 
(Truly beloved leaders: of the former 
imperial navy and, to my knowledge, 
have never received full credit for 
(heir exemplary heroism. They are 
Admirals Behnke and Hipper. The 
former was my superior officer, lead- 
ng the crack squadron of German bat- 
Ueships, and Hipper was the veteran 
‘ommander of the battle cruisers and 
scouting fleet. 


N MAY 31, about 4 p. m.,

er dreadnaughts had been running a 
furious race against time, knowing of 
our plight. Admiral Behnke appeared 
with his crack squadron of four of the 
latest type German battleships, his 
firemen working to exhaustion to pro- 
vide their ships with every inch of 
speed they could muster. The British 
opened fire on them at a distance of 
about 18 miles. 


EHNKE, however, held on to 
Bo ammunition until he came 

within about 10 miles, a 
short range, affording accurate aim 
for his lil-inch guns. Behnke him- 
self, a quiet-mannered man of 
few words, refused the protection of 
his flagship’s 16-inch steel tow- 
er, walking around the outside of it. 
He gave his orders through the nar- 
row observation slits from the outside, 
probably the only man aboard without 
the protection of heavy armor plates. 
Drawing hia ships up alongside of Hip- 
per’s, he opened up on the British with 
deliberate, devastating swiftness and 
terrific effect. 

There was not the minutest in- 
terruption in the terrific roar 
of hundreds of big-caliber guns. 
In the veritable hailstorm of big shells, 
Admiral Behnke was wounded by a 
fragment slashing open his back and 
thigh. Sitting down, he grimly or- 
dered and directed the torpedo boats’ 
attack which broke the British lines 
and was the turning point of the bat- 
tle. The continuous, ear-splitting roar 
of big - caliber guns 
shook the windows of 
houses scores of miles 
away in Denmark. 
The British battleship, 
Queen Mary, went down 
almost entirely ablaze. 
Our cruiser, Weisbaden,

just had disappeared 
in a watery grave 
amid a shower of shells. 
Several of our brave lit- 
tle torpedo boats, hit in 
the bow beneath the wa- 
ter line by British shells, 
went down somersault- 
ing like rabbits. Behn- 
ke’s dreadnaughts now 
gallantly bore the brunt 
of another furious at- 
tempt by the enemy to 
finish the battle before 
the rest of our big ships 
arrived. By clever ma-

British gunners to get or retain accu- 
rate aim. 

Admiral Hipper’s remaining four 
battle cruisers, after a short breath- 
ing spell, again entered the battle and 
together with another older squadron 
of battleships now arriving on the 
scene united in the heroic effort of - 
Behnke’s four ships to conquer the tre- 
mendous odds against them, and it 
was in their terrific onslaught that 
H. M. S88. Invincible and Inde 
fatigable sank and the H. M. 8S. War- 
spite was near sinking. Both Behnke 
and Hipper, the former in high fever 
from his wound, reinforced by more 
newly-arrived battleships now made 
their joint final attack on the British 
lines. Purplish-yellow, belching glares 
continually illuminated the night, ac- 
companied by uninterrupted, deafen- 
ing roars. A co-ordinated formation 
was impossible to maintain and the 
struggle developed into a free-lance 
fight, our ships acting singly or in 
pairs, as they happened to meet. This 
was a trying period for us, the signal 
personnel, for a few dots and dashes, 
with small, colored signal lamps, 
meant friend or foe, either death and 
destruction or immunity. Our big re- 
flectors, as far as they were not de- 
stroyed, were only used where instan- 
taneous and definite identification was 
necessary. The chief of the imperial 
fleet, Admiral Scheer, had also ap- 
peared with the rest of his ships, open- 
ing fire, and the enemy assembled and 
retreated, with heavy losses of totally 
and partially disabled men-o’-war. 


ish sailors, our fleet slowly 

and wearily made its way home. 
Radio communication during the 
engagement had been impossible 
because of deliberate interference, 
and none of us knew our definite 
losses. We now commenced to take 
stock of the situation and found our 
own boat without serious damage ex- 
cept for a badly-battered upper deck, 
mast, etc. Radio signals told us of 
the heavily-damaged 8. M. 8S. Seydlitz, 
which had been Hipper’s flagship for 
a long time and had been partially dis- 
abled several times before in engage- 
ments with parts of the British fleet. 
Several of our small cruisers and tor- 
pedo boats were loaded to. capacity 
with survivors of our own and British 
ships. Clad only in a pair of greasy 
pants and wooden slippers, our res- 
cued enemies were mostly firemen, 
who told us of the destruction aboard 
their ships before they sank.
